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- Council Drops Tax Rate Four Cents 


The Placentia City Council, with a 
half dozen citizens in attendance, 
got in its four cents worth Tuesday 
night...cutting the tax rate by that 
amount and adding an equal four 
cents to the city’s reserves. 

The action set the tax rate at $1.18 
per $100 assessed valuation for 
Placentia and cut $46,120 off the tax 
bill. It also placed the same amount 
in the city’s reserves bringing them 
up to $284,814. 

Placentia residents who spoke, for

The scene of the accident was 
cordoned off for over an hour as 
Placentia police called in the Orange 
County Crime Scene Investigation to 
do an on the spot check. At that time 
the three-year-old was believed to 
be dead but was later revived. 

Report of the extent of the injuries 
of the two sisters was not disclosed 
although the older girl is believed 
out of danger. 

The accident occurred around 
2:30 in the afternoon. 

Placentia police said Tuesday that 
charges are pending against Nash 
and the investigation of the accident 
is continuing. Nash was booked and 
released on bail. 

The girls are the daughters of 
Mrs. Lucille Rico.

mies. The only thrift listed by the 
council, after extensive cuts were 
reported by staff, was that some 
services are now being contracted 
out because of the high level of city 
salaries. 

The economies, Councilman 
Donald Holt explained, would 
include not buying a street sweeper 
for $52,000 and contracting half of 
this service out and cutting street 
maintenance personnel by one. This 
savings he estimated at $10,000 for 
the year. 


The divided eight-cents on the tax 
rate represents the $90,992 left over 
from a record property assessment. 


This amount was not needed to make _ 


the city budget balance. 

There was no discussion at the 
meeting of lowering or eliminating 
the utility tax although agreement 
was reached that uses for the utility 
tax will be further determined at @ 
future special session. 

Mayor Pro Tem William Rashford 
began the tax cut recommendations 


_ by suggesting a five cent cut per 


$100 assessed valuation with the 
other three cents earmarked for the 
reserves. Councilman Holt, how- 
eyer, suggested the four-four split 
which was later adopted unanimous- 
ly. 

Taxpayers, however, are not 
expected to experience any relief on 
their tax bills as Placentia this year 
enjoyed a record assessed valuation 
of $112,180,130, for a hike of 21.6 
per cent. 

The four cent tax cut follows 
several in previous years, with the 


inauguration of the utility tax. The 
cut last year was two cents and’ 
elimination of the 5 per cent tax on 
water bills for a 1975-76 rate of 
$1.22; in 1974-75 the rate was $1.24; 
1973-74, $1.29; 1972-73, $1.33; 
1971-72, $1.38 and 1970-71, $1.43. 
Decreases in the last seven years 
amount to 25 cents per $100 
assessed valuation irrespective of 
the utility tax. 

During the discussion City 
Administrator Edwin Powell listed 
some of the items that have been 


purchased with the utility tax funds 
besides payments for the new City 
Hall and Police Facility. 

Among those mentioned were: 
city yehicles, $7,600; offset 
duplicator, $11,000; police radio 
changeover, $6,800; fire truck, 
$11,000; payment on street 
sweeper, $3,200; payment on a 
tractor, $2,130; architects fees and 
lights for the tennis courts at El 
Dorado High School, almost

Envelops Roller Rink 


A fervent stand by Placentia 
Planning Commission Chairman Lee 
Van Gorden, may have turned the 
tide in favor of establishing a roller 
skating rink in the city of Placentia, 
in spite of strong protests of 
neighbors in the surrounding area. 

The roller rink is seeking to locate 
on a plot of ground on Rose Drive, 
just north of Imperial Highway. 

A large number of of neighbors 
objecting to the facility spoke 
against the action. Many of these are 
residents of Yorba Linda whose city 
boundaries touches the location. 

‘“‘This building will be within 40 
feet of my bedroom window,’’ Len 
Foster, 3812 Rose Drive, Yorba 
Linda, protested. ‘‘My bedroom 
windows are 15 feet off the ground 
and will be looking right at this 
parcel. I’m very concerned about 
it.”’ 

J.C. Campbell III of Placentia, 
who lives north of the property, 
stated: ‘‘We feel this will very 
definitely create more traffic 
problems. There is a lot of speeding 
on Rose Drive.’’ Campbell, who is 
president of the Concerned 
Homeowners Association, added: 
‘‘We don’t think this is the best 
possible use of the property.”’ 

A Fullerton school teacher, who 
lives in the area, Alice Dial told 
commissioners: ‘‘This is really a 
dangerous place for children. 
There’s:a lot of traffic down Rose 
Drive and Imperial is busy all the 
time. There are no sidewalks. You 
have to walk in the street.’’

Baby Born Unaided 
Later Dies 


A plea from residents of 
Placentia’s Mexican-American com- 
munity to offer aid to the Spanish 
speaking in times of crisis was 
voiced here this week following the 
incident of the death of a premature 
baby. 

Community leaders expressed the 
thought that a better coordination of 
services is required and better 
informational communication 
throughout the Mexican-American 
sections. 

The incident was brought to light 
by Mrs. Gloria Lopez, who is active 
in a number of community efforts. 
Mrs. Lopez said neighbors of the 
young couple who lost their first 
born child, approached her in 
dismay at what had happened. 

The young Spanish-speaking man 
and woman, whose names were 
withheld by Paramedics, speaking 
only a foreign tongue, were unable 
to secure aid when the pregnant wife 
began to deliver her first born three

months prematurely. 

“They had two midwives 
prepared for the birth,’’ Mrs. Lopez 
relates. ‘‘But no one was around 
when the birth began. I think the 
young couple must have panicked. 

Mrs. Lopez said her information is 
that the baby was born by itself 
while the father sought aid. It was 
some time before the police 
department was called, then the 
urgent message was relayed to the 
fire department and the Paramed- 
ics. 

Paramedics arrived on the scene

to find the baby barely alive with no ~

Bus Schedules 
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Unified School District have been 
printed and are available at all of the 
district’s 21 schools. 


Most of the schedules remain 
about the same as last year, 
explained Carl Spencer, acting 


director of operations and transport- 
ation. The only major change is the 
busing of new students in the east La 
Palma Avenue area of Anaheim, 
where district schools are over- 
crowded, to schools in the western 
part of the district with available 
space. 

‘‘Bus schedules are figured as 
accurately as possible, but the first 
two weeks are always periods of 
adjustment,’’ Spencer warned. ‘‘It 
takes time to teach children proper 
loading procedures and safety rules 
and to determine how many children 
to expect at each stop.”’ 


While drivers will make every 
effort to keep to the schedule, they 


ask children and parents to be 
flexible for the first few days, 
Spencer said. 

Students who live beyond 


designated walking distances to 
their schools are eligible for busing, 
he added. Distances are a mile for 
kindergarten through third grades, 
1% miles for fourth through sixth 
grades, 12 miles for seventh and 
eighth grades and 2% miles for 
ninth through twelfth grades. 
‘These distances are used as 
guidelines for providing student 
transportation,’’ Spencer _ said. 
‘*Exceptions may be made when the 
safety of students is at question or 
when a student's physical condition 
requires transportation."’ 
Information about specific busing 


schedules may be obtained by 
calling schools. 
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‘‘And I think we are making an 
enormous mistake,’’ Mrs. Van 
Gorden’ continued. ‘‘I _ think 
continuing it is really kind of a 
chicken way our right now. I think 
we need to face up to the 
recreational needs of our commun- 
ity. Every recreation survey says we 
are sorely lacking in facilities for our 
youth.”’

Additional $$ 
Will Aid FUHSD 


The Fullerton Union 
High School District which, 
as late as last spring, faced 
a financial deficit in 
projecting revenues for the 
school year 1976-77, realiz- 
ed a very positive improve- 
ment in its position as a 
result of the enactment into 
law of Senate Bill 1641. 


The basic effect of this 
bill is to increase’ the 
inflationary allowance each 
district receives each year 
in accordance with the 
provisions of the existing 
comprehensive school fi- 
nance bill, SB 90, enacted 
in 1972-73. 


The additional sum to be 
received from this year's 
bill (SB 1641) will amount to 
$32 per student or approx- 
imately $500,000 district- 
wide. 


There are two other 
features (one positive and 
one negative) of the bill 
which will provide an 
additional sum of money 
amounting to a net of 
$150,000. 


All of the features of this 
bill, when combined, pro- 
vide the district with 
additional monies amount- 
ing to approximately 
$650,000. 


Despite these increases 
in funds for the school 
district, the high school 
district tax rate will 
decrease by approximately 
8 cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation. 


In addition, as previously 
stated, the monies carried 
forward from the 1975-76 
ending balance were great- 
er than anticipated due to 
the economies accomplish- 
ed in the 1975-76 budget.’ 


As a result of these 
additional funds, it is 
proposed to the Board of 
Trustees that the following 


items or programs will be 
recommended for rein- 
statement in the budget for 
1976-77: 

1. Increase in the 
instructional supplies allo- 
cation. 

2. Instructional improve- 
ment and curriculum devel- 
opment. 

3. Partially reinstate 
instructional aides. 

4. Reinstate instructional 
equipment and furniture 
replacement programs. 

‘Accordingly, we find 
that due to the actions of 


the Legislature the high 
school district has been 
able to move from a 


position of financial crisis to 
one of a balanced budget,”’

Bradford House Plans Progress 


‘I believe we are getting) 
someplace as far as the 
building . being able to 
support itself,’’ Mrs. Claris, 
Jones, chairman of the 
Bradford House’ Blue Rib- 
bon Committee encouraged 
members Thursday night. 

The special city council- 
approved committee is 
seeking ways that the 
landmark Bradford House 
may be maintained without 
use of taxpayer funds. The 
structure, located on Palm 
Drive between Kraemer 
Boulevard and Bradford 
Avenue, was the home of 
the founder of the city, 
Albert Sumner Bradford. 

The handpicked commit- 
tee is preparing a report to 
be presented back to the 
city council by September 
21. A public vote on the 
April, 1976 ballot to 
approve spending taxpayer 
monies to support the house 


as an historical monument, 
lost by 220 votes. 

The committee is now 
compiling statistics, infor- 
mation, proposals and 
suggestions to be forward- 
ed to the council. Among 
these will be the possibility 
of the Placentia Chamber of 
Commerce moving into the 


building; using it as 
classrooms for special 
enrichment and _ cultural 


courses and for offices for 
non-profit groups. 

The Orange County 
Audubon Society has ex- 
pressed interest in a room. 

Concerning the 13-room 
home, Mrs. Dorothy Free- 
man, a committee member 
explained, ‘‘We’re not 
trying to find the ideal use 
for the house. We’re trying 


to keep it from being 
demolished and _ buying 
some time.”’ 


Making a presentation 


before the committee was 
Andy Deneau, chairman of 
the Museum Board in 
Anaheim and of _ the 
Anaheim Heritage Commit- 
tee. 

Deneau related the ex- 
tensive efforts to save 
heritage buildings in Ana- 
heim and the involvement 
of citizens there. 

‘Within 186 acres (of an 
urban redevelopment pro- 
ject), we have identified 41 
historical and _ cultural 
landmark structures that 
are still standing,’’ Deneau 
explained.

Horse Tales

“The Gallop’’ is the 
subject being dealt with in 
this tenth article on 
Horsemanship, written by 
Charis Nagel. 

‘‘The gallop, the horse's 
fastest gait, looks like a very 
fast canter. It, too, has a 
period of suspension. Un- 
like the collected canter 
with it’s rocking chair 
feeling, the gallop is more 
of a flat out movement. 

‘‘The horse is much more 
strung out and seeks a firm 
support from the riders 
hands. He tends to ‘‘lean on 
the bit’’. The rider, in turn, 
does not rest his weight on 
the inner thighs as he would 
while cantering. 

“With the upper body 
very much inclined forward, 
the rider stands in the 
stirrup irons and takes a 
firm hold, but not a pull on 
the reins. 

‘To take up the gallop 
from a canter, the rider 
applies both legs slightly 
behind the girth, urging the 
horse to increase his speed. 
As the horse responds, the 
rider rises from the saddle 
(about as far out as when 
posting the trot), inclines 
his upper body well 
forward, shortens the reins 
and takes a firmer hold on 
them. 

‘‘Leg pressure is main- 
tained until the horse is well 
into his new gait, moving at 
speed and accepting the 
increased rein support, 
after which the legs return 
to passive contact. 

“One should not confuse 


the increased rein tension 
with using the reins to 
maintain balance. That 
equilibrium is always ac- 
complished by carrying the 
weight over the horse’s 
center of gravity the 
balanced seat. 

‘‘Never employ the gal- 
lop casually. It can be 
dangerous over uneven or 
slippery footing because the 
horse is not as well balanced 
as he is with the other gaits. 

‘‘The horse is moving at a 
speed of perhaps 16 miles 
per hour, or more, so ride 


safely and double-check 
your ground for unseen 
hazards.”’

Decks Require Permits 


A four-three split vote by 
the Placentia Planning 
Commission gave approval 
Tuesday night to inaugurat- 
ing the requirement of a use 
permit for elevated decks 
and balconies. 

Staff estimates that three 
or four applications for 
decks are received in a 
year’s time. The approved 
measure does not specify 
any arbitrary set back from 
the rear property line. 


The action was part of an 
amendment which main- 
tains the current side yard 
setbacks of six and 12 feet. 
Patio covers however, will 
now be permitted within 
five feet of side fences. 

The minimum rear yard 
setback will continue at 20 
feet. Room additions can be 
no closer than ten feet to the 
rear fence but patio covers 
will be allowed within five 
feet. 


A previous stipulation 
limiting the percentage of 
the back yard which can be 
covered, is eliminated.

When the 
children (or family pet) go outside, don’t 
forget to close the door. Keep the windows 
Closed, too. And draw your draperies and 
blinds. Outside awnings or other sun screens 
will also reduce your cooling needs.
